inclusion of these men. The steadiness of the “Other Governmental" figures for males, 
during the 15 months shown, with the pieces of the increase just noted, shows that 
the necessarily large increase of public employment for war purposes has been offset by 
curtailment of the numbers of males in ee essential governmentel activities. 














The figures at the foot of the table show absolute amounts (in thousands), 
and percentages, of increase in employment since the end of November 1941, indicating the 
trend of employment in various groups since war w&és commenced in the Fecific. Munitions, 
aircreft, and shipbuilding have shown a steady growth in the figures for both sexes. The 
increese in males however practically ceased during the 3 months ended October 1942, but 
then stood et neurly 44 en cent. abuve the November level. Fenale munition woneeees 
however, continued to expand, and in Octcber 1942 wore nearly 160 per cent. above the 
November level. Mele ere in other factories &nd workshops wers increasing when wer 
With Japan started, but heve declined slowly from the November peek. The loss of 34,300 
workers since November 1941, representing 7 per cent, of their number at that date, is 
slightly in excess of the numbtr of mele factory workers absorbed by the munition works. 
(Of course a very lerge proportion of the factory workers remaining have been transferred 
on to war contracts). Female workers in other facturies and workshops have remained very 
steady since November 1941. Governmental services othsr than munition works employed 4 
practically unchanged number of men until April 1542, but the increase since that month 
was due to the inclusion cf such Allied Works Council employees as were working directly 
for Government authorities. The number of females in Government services had increased 
fairly steadily, and in October stood at 23.5 ner cent. above the November 1941 level. 
Weles in “all other industries" reached & peak in September 1941, and regular declines in 
each subsequent month placed October 1942 at nearly 20 per cent. below November 1941, 
This fall has meant the releasing of 106,000 men for the srmed Forces. Females in "all 
Other industries" showed a slight tendency to increazss until April 1942, but since then 
there has been @n uncertain tendency to dscrcise.

Summing up it mey be said thet from November 1941 to October 1942, munition 
etce works required 26,000 extra men and other 1 tam epee 9,000 extra men, 
While other factcries and workshops released 34,000 men, and &11 other industries re- 
leased 106,000 men. As to females, munition etc. works required iat 100, end Governmental 
services 16,000 extra women, while female employment in ovwher industries, including fac- 
tories, was very little changeds ne

It will be seen that since July 1939, 572,000 persons have been absorbed by 
the defence forces while 138,900 have been «bsorbed irto re eee other then rurel and 
Privatc domestic service. This total of 810,900 has been drawn from (a) unemployed wage

The increase of 810,900 persons in defence forces und industry and trade 
Since July, 1939, consisted of 495,100 persons up to July, 1941, and 315,800 since that 
dat ee The increase averaged 20,700 monthly for the first 24 months, and then rose to a 
peak about the end of 1941, with an average of 36,700 for the 4 months ended Merch, 1942. 
It has now fallen to a lower level averaging 8,300 for the 4 months ended September, 1942, 
and was only 7,800 for October. Normal increase has supplied about 2,200 each months 
but while unemployed supplied on an average nearly 8,000 each month during the first 24 
months, the last 11 months have yielded only an average of 4,<00 from absorption of unem- 
ployed. After allowing for the number of workers idle through norm-1 sickness, accidents, 
stce, ths number of unemployed now remaining to be absorbed into employment has reached 
an extremely low figure, and practically no more manpower is evailable from that source. 


Attention hus been drawn on page 1 of this survey to the fact that the 
total numbers of males cngaged in industry (excluding rural) end the forces have increased 
very little since June, 1942. The result is thet the total number of mules “drawn from 
other groups" has not chenged appreciably during the last few months. The numbers of 
men "drewn from other groups", which avereged 7,700 monthly for the two years from July, 
1939 to July, 1941 and rose to 12,100 monthly for the four months July, 1941 to November, 
1941, averaged 13,400 for the 8 months ended July, 1942, but wes negligible for the months 
of August, September and October, 1942. 


Increase in females employed during October, 1942 was 8,500, of whom 2,900 
went into the forces, and 5,600 into industry. ufter taking into account the normel in- 
crease in femules availeble and decrease in unemployment, the number of females "drawn from 
Other groups" during October wes 7,800 compared with « monthly average of 4,100 during the 
preceding 10 months. The increase of 2,900 femeles in the forces during October was at 
about the usual rate of recent months oe females employed in industry shcwed & much 
larger increase (5,600) than has been Vesti of recent months,

There has been no significant change in the total figure for males drawn 
from other groups (as shown in the last part of the above table, during the month of 
October, the decline in males employed and normal increase of available males having more 
than offset the increase in net enlistments. The small decrease in the figure for all 
States together and for most of the individuel States is probably due to men who have been 
discharged from the Forces but have not yet commenced civil employment or have gone to 
rural industry. Queensland «lone showed any substential increase in October in the number 
of mon drawn from non-wege-curning groups or from rural industry. The numbers of females 
drawn into the forces and employment (133,900 at the end of October) were 7800 more than at 
the end of September, increases being shown in ell States oxcept South Australie and Tes- 
Menle. The table at the top of the next page indicates thet South Australie has employed 
edditional females in much greater proportions then any other Stete.

In October the principal increases in the above rates of diversion were in 
males in Queensland and VYestern Australia, «nd in females in all States except South Aus- 
tralia and Tasmania. (The decreases in the rates for males which occurred in some States 
are explained on the previous page), Otherwise, the position wes substantially as | 
summarised in the September issue of this Survey. In the period before war commenced in 
the Pacific, diversion of males was highest in Western Austrelia end South Australia. In 
New South Wales and in Quesnslend the rete of diversion wes low. Since the FPecific War 
started diversion of males was highest in ‘lestern Australia, Queensland and New South 
Wales, although, until recently, Queensland had been showing & very low rate of diversion. 
The combinsd result is thet for the whole wer period the diversion of males has proceeded 
farthest in Western Australie and South Australia; Tasmanie end Victoria occupy & mid-way 
position; while ygueénsland and New South Wales are lowest. 


During the early part of the wer, the diversion of women into industry was 
greatest in New South Wales, Victoria and South Australia, while Yueensland and Western 
Australia had done practically nothing to engage extra women. During the period since 
Japan entered the war, the rate of diversion for women hes been much higher in South Aus- 
tralia than in any other State. At the seme'time, the VYestern Australian rate for females, 
which was extremely low in the early war period, rose to a relatively high level, 

Obviously due to the necessity of finding more women to make good the large deficiency of 
men which the high rate for males showed must have occurred. 


de Defence Forces: The numbers of persons enlisted in the defence forces since the com- 
mencement of war are summarized from official records in the following statement. The 

gross enlistments are shown in the firs: cclumn, whils the second column represents the net 
number taken into defence forces and not discharged. It includes deaths, missing, prisoners 
of wer and wounded. This totel is the significant figure for manpower purposes and has been 
used-in the preceding tables. It shows the ne& extent to which the defence forces have 
drawn men and women from civil life. Actually it may be a little understated, as some of 
the persons included as discharges are probebly incapacitated, cand not fit to resume civil 
Occupations.

The only Service in which the net figures for males showed any large in- 
crease in October was the R.A.A.F, which increased by 5,600, while the other Services 
together showed a net decrease of 1,000. Amongst females, the A.wW.A4.S. and W.AA AS, 
accounted for 1,700 and 1,100 respectively of the total increase of 2,900.

omall differences between the rates per 1,000 population for the various 
ptates should not be regarded as significant, as the Wilitary Districts do not in all 
Cases exactly coincide with State boundaries. (For example, a portion of New South 
Wales is included with the 3rd Military District (Victoria), and a portion (Broken Hill) 
with the 4th Military District (South Austrelia).) The outstanding feature of the 
rates is the relatively very high figures for western sustralia. The greatest pro- 
portionate increase in malés in the :ervices in October was in yuecnsland, but the rate 
per heed of population for that State still remains lowest of all States. The only 
other State with a substantial increase in the rate for males was Western austruliae, in 
spite of the fact that its rete was already far ahead of that of any other State. Fe-= 
males in the Services increxsed proportionately in all States.
